Batteries

• Givefull attention todriving- dri vi ng safely is your 
first responsibility. 

• Use hands-free phone operation, if available. 

• Pull off the road and park before making or 
answering a call if driving conditions so require. 

Electronic Devices 

Most modern electronic equipment is shielded from RF 
signals. However, certain equipment may not be shielded 
againsttheRF signalsfrom your wireless phone. 

Pacemakers 

The Health Industry Manufacturers Association recommends 
thata minimum separation of six inches(6") bemaintained 
between a handheld wireless phoneand a pacemaker to 
avoid potential interference with the pacemaker. These 
recommendations are consistent with the independent 



research by and recommendations of Wireless Technology 
Research. 

Persons with pacemakers: 

• should ALWAYS keep the phone more than six i nches 
from their pacemaker when the phone is turned on 

• should not carry the phone in a breastpocket 

• shouldusetheearoppositethepacemakerto 
minimize the potential for interference 

• should turn thephoneoff immediately if you have 
any reason to suspect that interference istaking 
place 

Hearing Aids 

Somedigital wireless phones may interfere with some 
heari ng aids. I n theeventof such interference, you maywant 
to consultyour hearing aid manufacturer to discuss 
alternatives. 

Other Medical Devices 

If you use any other personal medical device, consult the 
manufacturer of your device to determine if it is adequately 
shielded from external RF energy. Your physician may be 
ableto assist you in obtai ning this information. 

Turn your phone off in health care facilities when any 
regulations posted in these areas instruct you to do so. 



Hospitals or health carefacilities may beusing equipment 
that could be sensitive to external RF energy. 

Vehicles 

RF signals may affect i mproperly i nstal I ed or inadequately 
sh i el ded el ectron i c system s i n motor veh i cl es. Ch eck wi th the 
manufacturer or its representative regarding your vehicle. 
You should also consult the manufacturer of any equipment 
that has been added to your vehicle. 

Posted Facilities 

Turn your phone off in any facility where posted notices so 
require. 

Aircraft 

FCC regulations prohibit using your phone while in theair. 
Switch off yourphone before boarding an aircraft. 

Blasting Areas 

To avoid interfering with blasting operations, turn your 
phone off when in a "blasting area" or in areas posted: 
"Turn off two-way radio." Obey all signsand instructions. 

Potentially Explosive A tmospheres 

Turn your phone off when in any area with a potentially 
explosive atmosphereand obey all signsand instructions. 



Sparks in such areas could cause an explosion or fire 
resulti ng i n bodily i njury or even death. 

Areas with a potentially explosive atmosphere are often, but 
not always, clearly marked. They include fueling areas such 
asgas stations; below deck on boats; fuel or chemical transfer 
or storage facilities; vehicles using liquefied petrol eu m gas 
(such as propane or butane); areas where the air contains 
chemicalsor particles, such as grain, dust, or metal powders; 
and any other area where you normally would beadvisedto 
turn off your vehicle engine. 

For Vehicles Equipped with an Air 
Bag 

An air bag inflates with great force. Do NOT place objects, 
including both installed or portable wireless equipment, in 
the area over the ai r bag or i n the ai r bag depl oymentarea. If 
i n-vehicle wirel ess equipment is improperly i nstalled and the 
air bag inflates, serious injury could result.

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Battery Information 



Battery Talk Times and Standby 
Times 

Battery talk time isthe length oftimeyou spend talking on 
your phone before the battery needs to be charged. Battery 
standby time is the length of timeyour phone is left on to 
receive cal Is before the battery needs to be charged. 

Keep i n mi nd that your battery's tal k time and standby ti me 
are a relative measurement of the battery's capacity The 
more you talk on the phone, the less standby time you will 
have and vice versa. Certain features can demand power 
from your battery and reduce battery I ife. Thefol lowi ng chart 
i s an approxi mate tal k ti me and standby ti me gu i de for you r 
phone and its available batteries.

Battery Covers 

Your phone's batteries are shipped in an uncharged state 
with protective covers on them. Save these covers; use them to 
carry batteriesand to store batteries when they are not in use. 
The cover prevents objects from touching the battery 
terminals, thereby reducing the risk of injury or damage 
from a short circuit. (See "Batteries" on page 11 for 
additional safety information.) 

To begin using your phone, just slip a battery out of its 
protective cover, install, and charge the battery

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Charging The Battery 

Using the Internal Charger 

Your phone has a built-in battery charger. Using either the 
AC adapter or optional cigarette lighter adapter, you can plug 
your phone directly into a power supply and charge attached 
batteries- whether the phone is on or off. When the internal 
charger i s i n use and the phone is on, you can sti 1 1 pi ace and 
receive cal Is. Just remember, tal ki ng on the phone requi res 
energy, so charging will take more time. 

1. Plug theAC adapter or optional cigarette lighter 
adapter i nto the accessory connector on the bottom 
of your phone with the release tab facing up. 

2. Plug the adapter into the appropriate power source. 
I n some cars, the ignition must be on to use the 
cigarette lighter. 

Wh i I e you r phone is chargi ng, the battery i con fl ashes, 
regardless of whether your phone is turned on or off. 

When all attached batteries are fullycharged, the battery 
icon quits flashing and becomes solid. 
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Using the Desktop Charger 



An opti onal desktop charger is avai I abl e for use wi th you r 
phone. The desktop charger's front pocket can charge 
batteries while they are attached to your phone, and the rear 
pocket can charge batteri es separately. 

First plug theAC adapter i nto the back of the desktop charger, 
with the release tab facing up. Plug the other end of the AC 
adapter into an AC wall socket, and you can begin charging 
your batteries. With battery(s) attached, place the phone into 
the charger's front pocket.

Leaving Batteries in the Charger 

Lithium Ion batteries are different from other batteries in 
that you can leave them in thecharger. Nickel Metal Hydride 
batteries should not be left in the charger for more than 24 
hours. 

Expert Performance (E»P™ ) Charging System 

Your Motorola cellular phone implements the Motorola 
Expert Performance (E«P™ ) charging system. Thissystem 
al lows the charger that is bui It i nto the phone to 
com m u n i cate wi th the battery Based on th i s 
communication, thecharger can tailor the charging cycleto 
optimize performance. If your charging system is not 
communicating with the battery your phone will beep and 
display an Invalid Battery messageeach timeyou 
power up the phone or replace the battery. Your phone is 
alerting you that you do not have charging capabilities with 
this battery. 

There are several reasons why your battery might not be 
com mun i cati ng. The most I i kely reason i s that the battery 
you purchased is not a Motorola original battery and it does 
n ot h ave th e appropri ate com m u n i cati on tech n ol ogy bu i 1 1 
into it. All Motorola batteries are builtwith the appropriate 
communication technology. We recommend that you use 
Motorola original batteriesand accessories and that you store 
your batteries in the protective battery cover that comes with 
the phone. 



Storing and Disposing of Batteries 

To prolong the life of your batteries, avoid exposing them to 
tern peratu res bel ow -10° C ( 14° F) or above 45° C ( 113° F) . As 
a good ruleof thumb, always takeyour phonewith you when 
you leave your car. 

To di spose of batteri es, ch eck wi th you r recycl i n g center for a 
battery recycl er n ea r you . Never di spose of batteri es i n fi re. 

Switching Power Sources During a 
Call 

Thequick change feature lets you switch power sources 
without losing the call in progress. If you hear a low battery 
warning whileyou are in a call, just plug in the optional 
cigarette lighter adapter. 

You can also remove your phone's battery and replaceitwith 
a charged spare without losing the call in progress. If you 
heara low battery warning whileyou arein a call, quickly 
switch batteri esand resumeyour conversation. 

Keep in Mind: Aquick change must be completed within 
3 seconds to avoid losing the call in progress. Just give your 
party on the I i ne a warni ng before begi nni ng thi s procedure. 

If you do not switch power sources in time, you will lose any 
settings that you have changed si nee the phone was last 
turned on! 

Caution: To prevent injuries or burns, do not allow metal 
obj ects to contact or short ci rcuit the battery termi nal s. ( See 
"Batteries" on page 11 for additional safety information.) 



Using the Phone 

Turning the Phone On and Off 

Thissection tellsyou everything you need to know to operate 
your Motorola cellular phone.

1. Extend the antenna for best performance. 

2. Open your phone to expose the keypad. 

3. Press® to turn the phone on.

Each timeyou turn on your phone, it performs a self-test to 
let you know your phone is operational. When the self- test is 
finished, thedisplay reads on or flux and you are ready to 
make and receive calls. 

To conserve energy, your phone may turn off its lights and 
most indicators when in standby mode. The display comes 
back on the next time you press a key or open the phone.

Troubleshooting 

Q. I pressed the Power ke^ but nothing happened. What is 
wrong with my phone? 

A. Checkthatyou have installed a battery and thatthe 
battery is charged. See " Battery Information" on pages 
23-36 for more information on batteries for your 
Motorola cellular phone. 

Q. My battery did not last as long as I expected. What can I 
do to extend battery life? 

A. Keepin mind that your battery's talk time and standby 
ti me are a rd ati ve measu rement of the battery's capaci ty. 
The more you talk on the phone, the less standby ti me 
you will have and vice versa. 

To get the most from your battery, make sure it is fully 
charged. To charge the battery to 100% of its capacity 
leaveitin the charger for an extra hourafterthe 
charger's lightturns green. 

Certai n features can demand power from your battery 
and reduce battery life. If you have selected the Auto 
Di spl ay Ti mer featu re ( see " Di spl ayi ng the I ndi vi dual 
Call Timer Automatically" on page 75), the display uses 
battery power to remai n active duri ng each cal I . Turn 
th i s featu re off to conserve battery en ergy. 

Exposing your battery to extreme temperatures- below 
-10°C(14°F) or above 45° C( 113° F)- can shorten 
battery I i fe. Batteri es are especial I y sen si ti ve to h i gh 



temperature extremes. Asa good rule of thumb, always 
take your phonewith you when you leave your car. 

Q. Every ti me I turn on my phone it beeps and the display 
reads Inualid Battery. Whatisgoing on? 

A. Your Motorola cellular phone implements the Motorola 
Expert Performance (E«P™ ) charging system. This 
system al lows the charger that is bui It i nto the phone to 
communicate with the battery Based on this 
com m u n i cati on , th e ch arger can ta i I or th e ch argi n g 
cycleto optimize performance. If your charging system 
is not communicating with the battery your phone will 
beep and display the Inualid Battery message 
each ti m e you power u p th e ph on e or repl ace the battery. 
Your phone is alerting you that you do not have 
charging capabilities with this battery. 

There are several reasons why your battery might not be 
communicating. The most likely reason isthat the 
battery you purchased is nota Motorola original battery 
and i t does not have the appropri ate com mun i cati on 
tech nol ogy bu i 1 1 i nto i t. Al I Motorol a batteri es are bu i 1 1 
with the appropriate communication technology. We 
recommend that you useMotorola original batteries and 
accessories and that you store your batteries in the 
protective battery cover that comes with the phone. 

Q. The display says Locked. How do I unlock my phone? 

A. Try en teri ng the I ast threedigits of your cell ular number. 
I f that does not work, try using the factory preset I ock 



code: 123. If all else fails, call your cellular service 
provider (the companythat sends you your monthly 
cellular bill) for assistance. (See"Security Features" on 
page 81 for more information on your phone's security 
features) 

Q. I triedto placea call and received a fast busy signal. 

A. This sound meansthatthecellular system didnot 
process you real I. For example, the cellular system may 
be overloaded with call attempts. To redi a I thenumber, 
press CSS before ending your call attempt, or press CS9 
andtrythecall again later. (See "Redialing Numbers" 
on page 42 for more information on redialing.) 

Q. I triedto placea call and received an alternating high/ 
low tone. 

A. This sound means your call did not reach the eel lular 
system. Most likely, you dialed thenumber too soon after 
turning the phone on. Wait until thered NS light stops 
blinking before placing a call. 

An alternating tone may also indicate thatyour phone's 
signal is blocked. Make sure the antenna isfully 
extended and move clear of any obstructi ons, I i ke 
bridges, parking garages, tall buildings, etc. 

Q. My phonestarted beeping and the display says: Call 
81. What happened? 

A. This sound means that someonetried to call you while 
you were in an area where the cellular signal was weak. 
Press to clear your display, extend your phone's 



antenna and avoid obstructions like tunnels, parking 
garages and tall buildings whenever possible. 

Q. I am in my home service area buttheRoam indicatoris 
flashing. 

A. If your phone is programmed with morethanone 
telephone number, you might not have switched to the 
n u m ber appropri ate for you r cu rrent I ocati on . P ress 
Q QJ © to switch to your other number. (See 
"UsingTwo Cellular Phone Numbers" on page 95 for 
more information on multiple phone numbers.) 

Q. I triedto read myVbiceMail (or use a paging service or a 
calling card) but nothing happened. 

A. You have probablyturnedofftheScratchpad tones. Place 
your call, enter the accessnumbers when prompted by 
the recording, then press®, Cffl.To avoidthis 
problem in thefuture, see " Setti ng Scratchpad Tones" 
on page 80 for instructions on how to turn the 
Scratchpad tones on. 

Q. I tried to place a calling card cal I using the internal 
Phone Book, but it did not work. 

A. You may have turned off your Scratchpad tones. See 
"Setting Scratchpad Tones" on page80 for instructions 
on how to turn the Scratchpad tones on. 

Check that you stored you r cal I i ng card i nformati on i n 
the correct order, and make sure thegroups of numbers 
are separated by pauses. Theeasiestway to correct the 
sequence may beta start over, enter your calling card 



information again and store it in the same memory 
location as your previous attempt. See " Storing Calling 
Card Information" on page 64 for instruction son howto 
enter calling card information. 

Also keep in mind that when using your calling card, 
you must enter the number you are cal I i ng with the area 
code, but without the i n iti al 1. Check wi th you r I ong 
distance carrier for details on using your calling card. 

Q. Myphonewasstolen. What should I report and to 
whom?
